On  Thursday,  May  2nd,  Governor  Earle  accompanied  by  a Senate  committee 
of  three  consisting  of  Senator  John  G.  Homsher,  President  Pro  Tern  of  the  Senate, 
Senator  G.  Mason  Owlett,  and  Charles  ?/.  Sones,  Democrat,  together  v;ith  Robert 
L.  Johnson,  Executive  Director  of  State  Emergency  Relief  Board,  and  Harry 
Kalodner,  the  Governor’s  secretary,  conferred  with  Mr.  Harry  Hopkins,  Federal 
Relief  Administrator  in  Washiington.  The  results  of  the  confei‘ence  appeal'  to 
be  that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  will  provide  eithei-  $5,000,000  per  month  in 
cash,  or  will  legislate  in  favor  of  taxes  which  will  eventually  yield  $60,000,000 
for  one  year  earmarked  for  relief  purposes.  If  this  legislation  is  enacted 
prior  to  May  15,  the  Federal  Government  will  continue  to  supply  $15,000,000 
per  month  for  relief  purposes  in  Pennsylvania  and  relief  will  not  stop  on  Mcay 
15  th. 
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At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Boai*d 
here  on  Tuesday,  April  30,  $5,282,000  was  approved  for  allocation  for  relief 
purposes  during  the  first  h-alf  of  May.  Additional  Federal  funds  for  cash 
relief  in  Allegheny  and  Philadelphia  counties,  and  for  v\rork  relief,  will  be 
required  -co  cover  relief  needs  until  May  15th,  and  wall  be  a.poroved  for  allo- 
cation by  the  Governor  by  certificate,  as  the  need  for  them  becomes  apparent. 
This  action  wwas  taken  when  it  appeared  likely  that  the  state  would  not  furnish 
$5,000,000  per  month,  and  that  the  Federal  grants  would  be  stopped. 
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John  A.  Miller,  Exscutivo  Director,  and  Mrs.  Marian  Gore  Snyder, 
of  Cambria  County  were  the  center  of  a storm  in  which  various  charges  were 
made  against  then.  Robert  L.  Johnson,  Executive  Director,  realizing  that  the 
State  Emergency  Relief  Administration  in  Cambria  County  v/as  badly  hindered 
by  the  charges  and  counter  charges,  roruested  Mr.  Miller  and  Mrs.  Snyder  to 
'withdraw  from  active  duty  with  p y until  suchi  tine  os  the  affair  could  be 
straightened  out.  Mr,  E.  T.  Anderson,  Field  Heoresentative  for  Northeastern 
Pennsylvania  vras  ordered  to  Cambria  county  to  take  charge,  and  v;ith  him  v^ent 
Mr,  L.  H.  Pouramel,  Mr.  Miller  end  Mrs.  Snyder  will  be  given  full  opportunity  to 
explain  the  situation. 


On  the  discovery  of  indiscreponcy  in  the  books  of  the  Ship  Mercy,  a 
transient  shelter  in  Philadelphia,  an  immediate  investigation  was  inaugurated 
which  resulted  in  the  Emergency  Relief  Board  referring  the  case  to  Special 
Attornej''  General  in  Philadelphia,  for  action.

DECLINE  IN  RELIEF  ROLLS  GONTIIX^ES 

For  the  third  consecutive  week  the  number  of  persons  receiving  unemployment  /■  . j/ 
decreased.  The  number  of  persons  removed  from  the  relief  rolls  has  been  becoming 
larger  in  each  of  the  last  three  weeks.  Seasonal  advances  in  employment  opportunities 
contributed  heavily  to  the  present  curtailment  in  the  relief  caseload. 

On  May  4,  1935  there  v/ere  1,714,272  persons  receiving  relief,  or  15,361  less 
than  the  number  in  the  previous  week.  The  relief  caseload  which  consists  of  families 
of  one  or  more  persons,  declined  from  457,115  to  453,432  since  the  preceding  week. 

Over  3 per  cent  of  the  cases  registered  at  the  beginning  of  the  week  were  closed.  The 
number  of  cases  opened,  10,248,  was  about  2 per  cent  of  the  total  caseload.  Thus  the 
net  decline  in  the  total  number  of  cases  was  approximately  one  per  cent. 

The  number  of  relief  families  receiving  payments  from  jobs  on  work  projects 
increased  to  47,265  during  the  current  week,  whereas  the  number  receiving  direct  relief 
declined  sharply.  Since  the  week  ending  March  23,  1935,  over  3,000  of  the  families 
leaving  the  relief  rolls  requested  and  were  granted  Autoroatic  Reinstatement  Certificates 
and  to  date  only  152  of  these  have  been  returned  to  the  status  of  relief  cases  by 
presenting  these  certificates  after  their  temposary  jobs  terminated. 

Persons  working  on  the  7/ork  Relief  Program,  45,249,  earned  $678,812.61  in  the 
week  ending  May  4,  1935.  Expenditures  for  Work  Relief  in  that  week,  ^ich  apply  to 
work  done  in  previous  weeks,  were  $774,087.63.  Expenditures  for  Direct  Relief  amounted 
to  $2,974,714.76  in  the  current  week.  Total  expenditures  for  Direct  and  Work  Relief 
were  $3,748,802.39,  or  $57,634.02  less  than  in  the  prior  week.  During  the  week,  the 
average  grant  to  Direct  Relief  cases  was  $7.32  and  that  received  by  Work  Relief  cases 
was  $13.14. 

In  order  to  present  the  figures  for  Kay,  1935  in  the  State-V/ide  tables  and 
charts,  the  data  for  the  month  of  January  were  excluded.  Complete  statistical  relief 
information  for  the  calendar  month  of  January,  as  well  as  for  the  three  preceding  months 
has  been  made  available  for  public  purposes  in  the  "Monthly  Relief  Bulletins".

The  United  Press  last  Friday  afternoon  carried  a story  by  Morey 
J,  Potter,  in  which  he  quoted  Robert  L.  Johnson,  Relief  Administrator,  as 
replying  to  the  question  as  to  whether  he  would  resign  because  of  political 
attacks,  "TJho  doesn't  like  a good  scrap?" 

Mr.  Johnson  remains  undisturbed  by  the  adverse  criticism  which  has 
been  heaped  upon  him  from  many  quarters.  His  comment  to  the  United  Press  on 
the  frequent  attacks  made  on  him  by  Legislators  in  the  House  and  Senate  v;as, 

"I  think  it  is  pretty  obvious  why  my  Administration  is  being  attacked."  Mr. 
Johnson's  announcements  that  politics  would  be  kept  out  of  relief  has  been 
lived  up  to  to  the  letter.  No  active  political  worker  has  been  permitted  to 
join  the  organization,  and  those  active  political  v/orkers  v;ho  are  already  in 
the  organization  are  being  dismissed  as  rapidly  as  their  activities  are  brought 
to  light.  Mr.  Johnson  in  his  office  on  Friday  said,  "I  again  appeal  to  the 
public  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  assist  me  in  the  task  which  I have  to 
perform.  I vdsh  to  know  the  details  in  connection  vdth  any  matter  which  appears 
to  any  citizen  to  be  irregular.  This  includes  political  activity  in  the 
Administration,  information  about  chiselers,  and  information  about  my  ov.tl  staff 
who  appear  to  be  inefficient.  I will  not  take  action  on  any  matter  which  is 
brought  to  my  attention  until  it  has  been  thoroughly  investigated,  but  I desire 
information  from  anyone  who  feels  that  they  have  knovdedge  about  a situation 
which  needs  investigating."

V/ith  the  selection  of  ncv/  Conunitteer.  v/hero  they  are  dcenod  necessary, 
another  step  in  the  Decentralization  Program  'hiich  ■.Ir.  Johnson  inaugurated 
almost  as  soon  as  he  cane  into  office  is  the  delegation  to  Executive  Directors 
in  the  Counties  atid  Areas  of  full  authority.  ?.5r.  Johnson  has  o.ppointed  new 
Committees  in  Allegheny,  Beaver,  Blair,  Bucks,  Centre,  Clearfield,  Crav/ford, 
Erie,  Fayette,  Luzerne,  Montgomciy , Phila.delphia,  end  Somerset,  and  this  regu- 
lation applies  to  those  Counties  particularly. 

The  Executive  Director  in  all  Counties  is  directly  responsible  for 
the  activities  in  the  Area  or  County.  Hereafter,  the  duties  of  Field  Repre- 
sentatives will  cease  to  be  administrative,  and  will  become  entirely  codvisory. 

This  means  tPia-c  the  local  Adviso2y  Boards  will  woi“k  directly  with 
the  Executive  Director  and  vdll  advise  him  in  the  execution  of  all  his  duties.

He  is  not  in  the  habit  of  giving  hard  and  fast  orders  about  eveiy  detail,  but 
when  lie  does  issue  an  insti'uction,  that  instruction  will  be  lived  up  to  to 
the  last  letter.

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D-uring  the  week  ending  i^aj  11^  the  number  of  persons  receiving  relief 
1,704,232,  or  3,930  fev?er  than  the  nujuber  receiving  relief  aiorin.^  the  pre- 
ceding  week.  The  relief  load  has  decreased^alraost  40,000  oersons  in  the  oast  four 
weeks,  largely  due  to  seasoneil  influences.  The  decrease  of  3,390  persons  in  the 
current  week  was  due  to  the  opening  of  10,598  cases  and  the  closing  of  15,741  cases. 

The  nujiiber  of  applications  and  the  number  of  cases  opened  have  incr'^ased 
during  the  past  two  wee^cs,  probably  due  to  a considerable  extent  to  the  wides oread 
oublicitv  that  has  been  given  to  the  fact  that  ejaolo-'nnent  on  the  new  wore  program 
will  be  given  only  to  persons  receiving  relief.  In  spite  of  this  increase  in  the 
muaber  of  cases  opened,  however,  the  nuiuber  of  cases  closed  h^s  increased  \yj  a still 
greater  number,  thus  bringing  about  a net  reauction  in  the  relief  case  load.  Of  the 
cases  closed  325^  requested  automatic  reinstatement  certificates^  vmich  will  entitle

The  number  of  direct  relief  cases  continued  to  decrease  and  v/orl  relief 
cases  to  increase  as  more  workers  were  given  jobs  on  the  v^ork  relief  program. 

Persons  working  during  the  current  week  numbered  46,345,  or  more  than  the 

number  working  auring  the  preceding  ween.  Earnings  of  these  v7orkers  in  the  week  end- 
ing iviay  11  amounted  to  S681,134.87.  Ex-oenditures  for  work  relief  in  the  current 
week  which  aoplied  to  work  done  in  orevious  weeks  amounted  to  r*^776,039.02.  Eirect 
relief  exoenditijres  amounted  to  $2,951,448.22.  Total  expenditures  for  direct  and 
worn  relief  ajuounted  to  ?i3,727,487.24,  representing  a reduction  of  approximately 
$26,500  from  the  precediig  week.  The  average  grant  to  direct  relief  ca.ses  v;as  17.52

RELIEF  LOiJ)  DECLINES  x'iS  ixPPLICxxTIONS  FOR  RELIEF  INCRUISE 


During  the  week  ending  May  11th,  the  number  of  persons  receiving  relief  was 
1,704,282,  or  9,990  fewer  than  the  number  receiving  relief  during  the  preceding 
week.  The  relief  load  has  decreased  by  almost  -x0,000  persons  in  the  past  four 
weeks,  largely  due  to  seasonal  influences.  The  decrease  of  9,990  persons  in  the 
current  week  was  due  to  the  opening  of  10,598  cases  and  the  closing  of  13,741 
cases , 

The  number  of  applications  and  the  number  of  cases  opened  have  increased  dur- 
ing the  past  two  weeks,  probably  due  to  a considerable  extent  to  the  widespread 
publicity  that  has  been  given  to  the  fact  that  employment  on  the  President’s  new 
work  program  will  be  given  only  to  persons  receiving  relief.  In  spite  of  this 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  opened,  however,  the  number  of  cases  closed  has  in 
creased  by  a still  greater  number,  thus  bringing  about  a net  reduction  in  the  re- 
lief case  load.  Of  the  cases  closed,  825  requested  automatic  reinstatement  certi- 
ficates, y/hich  will  entitle  them  to  be  reinstated  upon  the  relief  rolls  if  their 
employment  ceases  within  six  months  after  they  go  off  relief. 

The  number  of  direct  relief  cases  continued  to  decrease  and  y;ork  relief  cases 
to  increase  as  more  workers  were  given  jobs  on  the  work  relief  program.  Persons 
working  during  the  current  week  numbered  46,645,  or  1,396  more  than  the  number 
working  during  the  preceding  v/eek.  Earnings  of  those  workers  in  the  7;oeK  ending 
May  11th  amounted  to  ^681,134,87,  Expenditures  for  work  relief  in  the  current 
week,  W'hich  applied  to  work  done  in  previous  weeks,  amounted  to  ^776,039.02.  Di- 
rect relief  expenditures  amounted  to  |2 , 951  ,‘x48.22 . Total  expenditures  for  diiuct 
and  work  relief  amounted  to  |53,727,487.24,  representing  a reduction  of  approximate 
ly  $26,500  from  the  preceding  vxeek.  The  a\’erage  grant  to  direct  relief  cases  was 
$7.32  and  that  received  by  work  relief  cases  was  $13,25.

Tlie  "reek  ending  May  18,  1935  v;as  raarked  by  simultaneous  declines  in  both 
the  number  of  persons  receiving  uneruployment  relief  and  applications  for  relief. 
The  number  of  persons  receiving  relief  on  May  18th,  1,693,396,  v:as  10,386  less 
than  the  nuraber  in  the  preceding  r^eek;  and  the  number  of  applications  decreased 
from  14,074  to  13,436  during  this  same  period.  Forty-seven  of  the  State’s 
sixty-seven  counties  reported  declines  in  case  load  during  the  current  'neek. 


The  decrease  in  case  load  resulted  from  11,714  cases  opened  and  14,806 
cases  closed  during  the  7reek.  The  turnover  in  the  relief  rolls  during  the 
week  (cases  opened  plus  cases  closed  divided  by  cases  at  beginning  of  vjeck)  V7as 
almost  six  per  cent.  Automatic  reinstatement  certificates  rare  granted  upon  re- 
quest to  1,110  of  the  cases  closed.
